the distribution of their tours over the different seasons of the year. The 
Joint-Magistrate of Backergunge, and the Joint and Assistant Hiagistrates 

of Mymensingh, spent some portion of their time in camp, and tours were 
also made by some Deputy Magistrates at sudder stations eine it would 
seem, to misapprehension as to the orders of Government. he object 
of the orders contained in the Circular of the 6th December was to 
secure a sufficient inspection of the sudder sab-divisions, of which, as a rule, a_ 
District Officer is able to see comparatively little during his tour, and par i 
to prevent covenanted offivers at head-quarters stations from being entirely 7 
deprived of the experience gainedin camp life. The latter stipe is de- 
feated if covenanted officers are kept at head-quarters, and Deputy Magistrates 
and Collectors are sent on tour into the interior, as was done at Dacca and 
to a less extent at Backergunge. The Lieutenant-Governor would draw the © 
attention of all executive officers in the Dacca Division to the objects which 
such tours should embrace, as recorded in his observations on the annual 
report from the Commissioner of Cuttack Hurried visits to head-quarters of 
district or of sub-divisions are of little value, and the points to which attention 
should be directed are not so much the condition of offices as the general 
€ondition of the people and the country. 

3. Weather and the Crops.—The rainfall, though characterised by local 
peculiarities, was on the wide. sufficient. In three out of the four districts 
therefore the rice crop was fair, while in Backergunge, where the earl 
rainfall was very favourably distributed, the harvest was exceptionally pore 
In Dacca and Mymensingh the jute crop was excellent. There was a defi- 
ciency of rain in the latter part of the year which seriously affected the rubbee 
crops everywhere, except in Furreedpore. ‘ 

4. Public health and material condition of the people—The Commis- 
sioner gives certain figures which he considers “interesting, as they tend to 
show an improvement in the public health” of the town of Dacca “as com- 


"© pared with the interior of the district.” ‘The value of ‘those statistics, how- 


ever, is somewhat marred by the Commissioner’s omission to state the prin- 
ciple on which they are constructed or the diseases to which they are meant 

to refer. If, as seems probable, they refer to cholera alone, the figures do \ 
indicate some improvement as far as the town of Dacca is concerned. The _ 
Mymensingh district appears to have been but slightly visited with cholera 
during the year, but the disease appeared in an epidemic form in the 


_ Goalundo sub-division and in parts of Backergunge. In the’ latter district and. 
in Furreedpore fever was prevalent, and small-pox assumed a virulent form — 


among the Farazis of thana Palong who, as in former years, abso \ 
rejected vaccination. The material condition of the people is reported tobe 
generally prosperous.

5. Emigration and prices of Food—The abundant crops of Dacca, Fur- _ 
reedpore and Noakhally are said to have checked the usual immigration of 
labourers into Backergunge, and the influx of up-countrymen to those easte:

~ 7. ‘Trade and Commerce.—The most remarkable feature of the export 
trade of the year was the large export of rice and jute. From the sudder sub- 
¢ —~ division of Backergunge, it is believed that 26,00,000 maunds of rice were 
exported against 24,00,000 maunds in the previous year. In Mymensingh 
was a complete glut in the market, which is described by the Collec- 
tor as “making things almost as bad for the agriculturalists as if there 
had been a total failure of the crop.” In Dacca the rice ¢rop was 
estimated at thirty-two lakhs of maunds, and a large crop was also produced in 
Furreedpore. The fact that, notwithstanding this enormous production through- 
out the division, the total amount of rice exported from the principal port, 
Naraingunge, is estimated at only 2,80,000 maunds, indicates very clearly the 
necessity, in the interests of the agricultural population of these eastern districts, 
for improved railway and river communication to enable them to export 
their large surplus stocks. The projected Dacca and Mymensingh Railway 
will undoubtedly do much in this direction, but in the case of heavy traffic, 
such as that in country — it is to the river highways that the Division 
must chiefly look, and especially to the Megna and its rising port of 
Naraingunge. The importance of having an accurate survey made of the 
a, in which it is believed that a deep channel navigable for ships of 20 feet 
draught exists, has already been brought to the notice of the Government of 
India, and the Lieutenant-Governor trusts that it may be found possible to take j 
some early action in the matter. It isimpossible to vverrate the advantage 
which d accrue to the eastern districts of Bengal if, pending the completion 
of the railway line from Daudkandi to the Port of Chittagong, they could be 
placed in direct communication with foreign countries and with markets for their 
uperabundant produce.

8. State of public feeling —The repeal of the Vernacular Press Act and 
the scheme of local self-government are said to have caused much satisfaction 
among the educated classes. Among the lower classes public feeling cannot 
be said as yet to have any existence, and ‘public measures only cause excite- 
ment amcng those to whom they come directly home. hus in Dacca 
the corruption of the police was a subject of complaint, and in Backer, 
dissatisfaction was felt at a stringent enforcement of the excise rules on: 
subject of tapping date-trees. In Furreedpore and Mymensingh the entire 
absence of any ebullition of publie feeling argues a gratifying want of any 
substantial grievance. With regard to the latter district the Collector writes :— 


“TI do not remember ever to have noticed such stagnation in public feeling,—that ‘, 
if we consider that of the masses, and not that of the gies cnoity. Perhaps it oa 
excitement caused by the census last year and the prospect of a new rent-bill that have now 
pest away, that has now induced a reaction ; but certain it is that there seems to be very 
ittle going on.

The traffic up stream consisted mainly of salt, sugar, molasses and cloth, 
and that down stream of jute, rice, oilseeds and hides. 

The registration of vital statistics is extremely lax everywhere throughout 
the division, but efforts are being made to improve it in the Dacca district. 
These efforts should be extended to the remainder of the division. 

12, Police and Crime —The general estimate formed by the Commissioner 
and the District Officers of the Division regarding the condition of the police is 
not high, though Mr. Pellew apparently considers that it shows signs of improve- 
nient. The want of educated men in the upper grades is still a special subject 
of complaint. The Magistrate of Dacca considers the police of that district 
to be “exceptionally corrupt,” but this opinion is not shared by the District 
intendent of Police or by the Commissioner, though the latter admits the 
existence of considerable corruption. The Police of Furreedpore is said to be 

wanting in detective ability. In Backergunge the force is improving, but the 
Magistrate believes that until the police are paid their actual travelling 
expenses, they will have no encouragement to be honest. A separate report 
on this subject should be submitted to the Judicial Department of this 
. The numerical weakness of the police of Mymensingh is still a 
subject of complaint, and a proposal to increase the strength of the force 
is now under consideration. The Chowkidari Act extends to practically 
1@ whole of the Dacca, Furreedpore, and Backergunge districts, and to 
about 85 percent. of the villages in Mymensingh. In Dacca some of the 
inefficient chowkidars have been weeded out with good results, but alike in this 
district and in Furreedpore the payment of chowkidars is said to be extremel 
war.

Marder and culpable homicide show some increase, the number of cases of each 
being 61 and 38 against 51 and 52 in 1880, but these crimes, though serious in 
themselves are less an indication of generally prevailing lawlessness than those — 
previously mentioned.

This opinion, in which the Commissioner concurs, is, the Lieutenant-

14. Land and Land Revenue. —Vhe total demand for the year amounted 
to Rs. 38,28,733 on 23,878 estates against Rs, 3%,94,255 on 25,856 estates in 
the previous year. The collections amounted to only Rs. 33,50,099 or 883 
per cent., Rs. 41,955 or 1:09 were remitted, and the remainder, Rs. 4,06,079, 

- was outstanding at the close of the year. he collection of current revenue, 
though manifesting some improvement, did not amount to 10 per cent of the 
demanc. The percentage of arrear demand collected (77°52) was better than 
in the previous year (68°97). The Lieutenant-Gcvernor is unable to 
in the view expressed by the Commissioner that these figures are on the 
miele satisfactory. In the permanently settled estates on which the current 

- demand amounted to Rs 27,60,077, 97:42 per cent. was collected. The

If the 
Commissioner is correct in his view that a portion of the increase is due to the 
growing taste among the middle and lower classes for country spirits in pre- 
ference tou new brandy, the fact is one for congratulation ; but it seems doubtful 
whether a taste for foreign spirits, when once acquired, is likely to be satisfied 
or superseded by the weaker and more innocent product of the outstills, ‘The 
‘ District Officers who have enquired carefully into the subject, are unanimously 
of opinion that the charges against the outstill system are to a great extent 
Scbalaci: The increase in revenue from tari is due to a more stringent obsery- 
ance of the excise laws in Backergunge and Dacca Increased competition has 
led to larger returns from the auction fees for licenses to sell ganja, and there 
has been some increase in the amount of duty realized as compared with the 
previous year owing to the badness of the hemp crop in 1880-81. The total 
consumption is said to have increased from 984 maunds in 1880-8! to 1,058 
maunds in the year under review. ‘he Lieutenant-Governor will be glad to 
receive a report from the Board of Revenue regarding the measures which the 
Commissioner considers advisable to check the consumption of this drug. The 
wisdom of the increase made in the selling price of excise opium has been fully 
justified in this division by the results of the measure, the consumption of 
the drug having fallen from 101} maunds in 1880-81 to 97 maunds in 1881-82, 
while the revenue has risen by Rs. 6,196. ; 
16. Stamps.—A general increase has taken place in the revenue realized 
from this souree, the total sales for the year amounting to Rs. 18,49,337 
against Rs. 18,00,811 in 1880-81.

'. This report, which is compiled by Mr. A. Smith, who was Commissioner of 
* the Division throughout the year, was not submitted till more than a month after 
the due date. ‘The delay was caused in part by the omission of the Collectors 
-, of Pooree and Balasore to send in their reports until the 25th and 16th June 
be respectively. No explanation is offered for this unpunctuality, which will, in 
“accordance with the standing orders of Government, be noticed in the Appoint- 
ment Department: The report submitted by the Commissioner is a very fall one. 
** 2. Tours—The Collector of Cuttack and the Sub-Divisional Officer of 
Jajpore both made tours a few days short of the prescribed periods, but with 
these exceptions, for which there does not appear to be any good reason, all 
officers did a sufficient amount of inspection duty. The Commissioner set a 
jod example to his subordinates in this respect, and during his tour of 120 days, 
visited all the districts of his division and many of the Tributary States. The 
Lieutenant-Governor appreciates the thoroughness with which these inspection 
tours have been made by all classes of officers in the division. They are the 
more deserving of commendation, because apparently facilities of communication 
in Orissa are not at present as great as in other parts of the province. 
Outside the mere official inspection of public institutions at the head-quarters 
of districts and of sub-divisions and in the Tributary States, the Lieutenant- 
nor notices with approval that a large amount of useful enquiry was directed 
to the circumstances and conditions of the people. As a result of the Commis- 
caer visits, new lines of road were projected in the State of Dhenkanal; the 
elations between the Rajah of Mohurbuunj and his people, which threatened 
unsettlement, were adjusted; plans for additional office accommodation here 
“were discussed, and sites selected; the settlement proceedings under the

The increased facilities for trade offered at Chandbally, which has now 
cheap steam communication four times a week both with Calcutta and- 
Cuttack, have led to a large increase in its traffic at the expense, to some extent, © 
of the two minor ports, and especially of Pooree, of which the import trade is’ 
comparatively unimportant, and the export trade, consisting as it does wholly 
of rice, was slack throughout the year. These causes led to the discontinuance 
of a regular steamer service between Pooree and the other coast ports. Much 
of the rice trade of the Pooree district is now carried on by canal through 
Cuttack and False Point, traders preferring the certainty of the steamer service’ 
from these ports to the slight saving of expense which they might effect by 
sending their goods to Pooree. Both imports and exports increased largely 
at Balasore, and the smallness of the rise in the value of the former was due | 
entirely to the great cheapness of rice. ‘The principal articles of import were 


‘gunny-bags, coal for the coast canal, khari salt, cocoanut oil, cotton twist, 


cotton piece-goods and apparel, the last three articles alone accounting for”

at Ranigunge and running to Poorve through Midnapore, Balasore, and Cuttack 
on the existing frunk Rood, a part of which, it was desired, should be set aside 
for the purpose. This project was reported upon in my No. 1495R, of the 15th 
October 1881, and the decision of Government on the proposals of the Com- 
mitee was communicated to me in Mr. Secretary Levinge’s letter No. 898R, of 
the 6th Mareh 1882. I have made arrangements for collecting statistics con- 
nected with the traffic on the highways between Cuttack and Sambalpore, as i 
directed in the letter of Government, with a view to ascertain the financial 
prospects of the line through the Mahanuddee valley to meet the Calcutta and 
Bombay line near Sambalpore, which J suggested in my letter above quoted 
as being a more feasible and promising project tian a line across the large 
rivers that would have to be crossed between Ranigunge and Outtack. A 
report will be submittcd on the subject at the close of the period of one year, 
commencing from the Ist of July current, during which the traffic will be 
registered. In the meantime I have recémmended to Government in my 
No. 975, of the 8rd July 1882, that the portion between Cuttack and Pooree 
should be taken in hand as soon us possible, as it will fit into any line that may 
be determined upon, and as there is no doubt that the traffic upon it will be 
sufficient to make it a suecess from a financial point of view independently 
of any extension,

During the cold season — 
the manner in which the patwaris have performed their miscellaneous duties 
in subordination to the canoongoes was made a subject of enquiry.
